MAA;  For  MAA,  the  data  lack  Interprogram  and 
interstate  comparability,  because  some  States  are  still 
in  the  first  stages  of  administering  a  program  for 
medical  assistance  for  the  aged.  The  administrative 
costs  Involved  in  initiating  a  medical  assistance  for 
the  aged  program  are  high  in  relation  to  the  number  of 
bills  paid.  Moreover,  variations  in  procedvures  for 
paying  for  medical  care  affect  interstate  comparability 
of  the  caseload  size  to  which  administrative  costs 
would  be  related.  The  bills  incurred  dxuring  a  month 
for  a  case  may  be  paid  over  a  period  of  several  months 
In  one  State  but  in  a  single  month  in  another  State. 
As  a  result,  other  things  being  equal,  costs  per 
casemonth  in  any  given  period  would  be  lower  in  the 
State  that  paid  bills  over  a  period  of  months  than 
in  the  State  that  paid  all  bills  for  a  specific  case 
in  a  single  month.  If  the  effect  of  the  different 
payment  procedures  on  size  of  caseloeul  were  eliminated, 
two  States  might  be  fovmd  to  be  spending  about  the 
same  monthly  amount  per  case  for  administration.
